SOUTH SCHOOL. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss 
Abbie 8. Marston of North Hampton. This was Miss Mars- 
ton’s first attempt at teaching. Her qualifications for a 
teacher were good, and with experience she will make a first 
class teacher. The order of the school was excellent. There 
were some in the district, who, thought her discipline too 
severe, but your committee consider that. order is an es- 
sential feature in a good school. Her services could not be 
obtained the second term, | 

The Fall term of this school was taught by Miss Ida 
M. Sinclair of Exeter. Miss Sinclair has had some ex- 
perience in teaching, but knowing the fault found the first 
term, tried to rectify it, and in so doing the scholars took 
advantage of her; and the result was not favorable. 

In order to improve the character and efficiency of this 
school, it is of the first importance that parents and others 
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having the care of children, should ‘co-operate with the teach- _ 
er, tather than listen to the often groundless complaints of 
their children, and perhaps allow them to remain out of 
school. Nothing could be more detrimental to the discipline 
of a school than such a procedure on the part of parents. 
Can there not be fewer cases of tardiness and absence in 
this school? Let the parents answer the question?
